Raytheon’s struggles 
to affect Pratt & 
Whitney employees

Less than two weeks after its 
launch, aerospace and defense 
giant Raytheon Technologies 
Corp. announced pay cuts and 
furloughs affecting its aviation 
workers, including at jet engine 
maker Pratt & Whitney, as the 
airline industry struggles with 
staggering losses due to the 
coronavirus. 

The round of spending cuts, 
affecting Raytheon Technolo- 
gies’ corporate offices and two 
aerospace business units, was 
the second to be announced in 
three weeks. The conglomer- 
ate’s two defense businesses 
are not affected. 

“The impact of the 
COVID-19 pandemic on the 
health of our communities and 
the global economy has been 
swift and unprecedented,” 
Chief Executive Officer Greg 
Hayes said on the Waltham, 
Mass.-based company’s web- 
site. 

Beginning June 1, and con- 
tinuing through the end of the 
year, Raytheon will impose a 
10% pay reduction for all sala- 
ried employees at its units, 
which include Collins Aero- 
space and East Hartford-based 
Pratt & Whitney. Impacted 
employees will be given an 
additional 15 days off this year.

was football standout,

When Torrin Howard tested 
positive for COVID-19 earlier 
this month, he was directed to 
go home and quarantine him- 
self. But the disease was more 
than the 26-year-old Water- 
bury man’s body could handle. 

He is one of the youngest 
people in Connecticut to be 
claimed by the new co- 
ronavirus. 

Howard’s father, Ronnie 
Howard, said his son had a 
fever that just wouldn’t break. 
“He got weaker and weaker,” 
he said. “It was getting worse. 
He had shortness of breath. 
You could tell he needed oxy- 
gen.” 

Ronnie Howard took his son 
to the emergency room at 
Waterbury Hospital on April 4. 
His son’s doctor had called 
ahead and the staff was ready. 

“T couldn’t even go in the 
hospital” he said. “I had to

Trump backs down 
in feud with governors 


Connecticut reports 671 total deaths, nearly 14,000 confirmed cases

Against a backdrop of 
mounting political tensions 
with the White House, Gov. 
Ned Lamont said Tuesday that 
Connecticut’s coronavirus 
cases have increased to nearly 
14,000 and coronavirus-related 
deaths rose to 671. 

There were also 1,779 people 
hospitalized with COVID-19 on 
Tuesday, which is an increase 
of only19 over the previous day. 
Lamont said the increase is low 
not because fewer people are 


charged. 

The governor announced 
the latest numbers at his daily 
press briefing Tuesday after- 
noon, after spending the previ- 
ous 24 hours responding to 
President Donald Trump’s 
claims that the president has 
the “ultimate authority” to 
decide when states should re- 
turn to business-as-usual. On 
Tuesday evening, Trump ap- 
peared to back down, saying he 
would instead be “authorizing” 
when states can begin a “re- 
opening plan.”

Gov. Lamont, legal scholars say Trump wrong

While President Donald Trump maintains that he holds “total” 
authority to tell states when they should reopen businesses that closed 
due to the coronavirus pandemic, Gov. Ned Lamont and legal scholars 
say Trump is wrong on the law and that those decisions rest with 
governors. 

“When he said I have total power, that’s plainly beyond the bounds 
of any reasonable statement about the president’s power,” Richard Kay, 
a professor at the UConn School of Law, said Tuesday. “Most 
regulatory power that includes things like health and welfare, most of 
that is with the states. The federal constitution assumes the states are 


going to do most of the governing.” 

Trump was responding to coalitions of governors that have formed, 
working on a regional basis to study the issue of when schools and 
businesses can reopen once the rate of new COVID419 infections 
subsides. Lamont is working with six other governors in the Northeast. 
California, Oregon and Washington have formed a similar group. The 
governors say working on a regional basis makes sense because the 
virus easily crosses state borders. 

“Tell the Democrat Governors that ‘Mutiny on the Bounty’ was one 
of my all time favorite movies,” Trump tweeted Tuesday.
